No, 171/81-CENTRAL EXCISES 

G.S.R. 561(E),—In exeicise of the powers conferred by 
rule 12 of the Cent al Excise Rules, 1944, the Central Govern¬ 
ment he. eby grants rebate of the duty of excise paid on 
unblended tea (hereinafter rcfeired to ns the Roods), falling 
under Item No. 3 of the First Schedule to the Central Excises 
and Salt Act, 1944 (1 of 1944) on its export outside India 
except to Nepal and Bhutan at the rate of forty paise per 
kilogram : 

Provided that— 

(1) the goods are expoited by the exporter otherwise 

than directly from tea gardens ; 

(2) the goods are exported by the exporter In accordance 

with the procedure set out in the Appendix to this 
notification ; 

(3) the value of the goods at the time of exportation 

is, in the opinion of the Collector of Central Excise, 
not less than the amount of rebate claimed ; 

(4) the amount of rebate admissible is not less than 

five rupees ; 

(5) the exporter undertake to refund to the Collector 

of Central Excise, on demand being made within 
six months of the date of payment, any rebate 
erroneously paid to him.
